My dear Gutterson: 


I found upon my return that you had sent in your resignation 
to take effect next September. 


In talking the matter over with Dr. Loomis, Iuiscovered that 
you had heard rumors that you were to be displaced ‘hen I first came 
here I was told by members of the Executive Committee that we ought to 
face the necessity of your retiring sooner or later. There was not the 
slightest imtimation that that hour ought to be hastened but they knew 
that timewith its remorseless methods would in the course of human events 
require you to take things easier, and the National Council had placed 
an age limit which in your case’ was near. Ilesked some of the friends and 
most loyal supporters of our work in your aistrict about it and after 
looking around, I found that you were most deeply intrenched in the af- 
fections of the people, that you were most popular and much sought after 
for public addresses - in a word that you were beyond question persona 
grata to the constituency there. I was more convinced that you mst 
take your time and whatever was done must be done by your own initiative. 


: At the same time the Executive Committee told me that I must 
look around qietly and .slowly to provide your successor when that time 
might arrive. Our experience in finding a food man for the position of 
Secretary here, the almost universal difficulty the churches have in 
securing good men as pastors, warned us that we could not be too fore- 
looking in this regard. I have looked around a little but came to no 
conclusion, of course, because the place was not vacant. 


I think if you will put yourself in my place you will agree 
with me that no one could conceive a more difficult matter to handle 
than just such a case which arises in every organization. Perhaps 
the wisest method is to ro to the person and have a frank talk about it, 
but you will agree with me that it is the hardest thing to do. I did 
not want to disturb your mind and what I did, mistaken or not in the 
method, was done with the utmost love for you and respect for your 
splendid services during all these years. It is difficult to find words 
to convey to you the feeling of gratitude for the splendid and self- 
sacrificing work you have done = a work which I knew so much of when I 
was pastor in Boston and then during these few years as Secretary. I 
do hope that you can put yourself in my place and then that you will bee 
lieve me when I say that everything I have done has been with the deepest 
sense of obligation and love for you personally and for your work.

The Case of Trypsin Reconsidered. 


In justice to Dr. JOHN BEARD and his 
authorized spokesman, Dr. C. W. 
SALEEBY, who has done so much towards 
advertising the merits of trypsin in the 
popular reviews and the daily press, 
{t is: proper to acknowledge that in the 
ldst seveh months the evidence in favor 
of that cancer cure, as it is called, has 
increased at a rate that is nothing short 
of wonderful. Somewhat more than 
_ gpéven months ago the results of Dr. 
BEARD’S observations and experiments up 
to that time were reviewed briefly in 
THE EVENING SUN, and on thesame occa- 
sion the conclusions of his disciple, Dr. 
SALEEBY, were condemned as pre- 
mature and unwarranted. Nor was 
this condemnation over-harsh, consiier- 
ing the conclusions in relation to the 
facts. There were, first of all, Dr. 
BEARD’S two famous mice inoculated 
with the Jensen mouse-tumor and 
treated more or less successfully with 
the pancreatic ferments. In addition to 
these there was a human case of cancer, 


seen by Dr. SALEEBY and pronounced | 


“apparently on the high road to recovery” | 


after something less than four weeks’ 
treatment. For the rest some “similar 
reports” were vaguely attributed to “sev- 
eral practising physicians,” but not 
printed. On the strength of this meagre 
array of evidence Dr. SALEEBY thought 
it reasonable to advertise trypsin with- 
out delay as something which “promises 
to put an end forever to what is probably 
the most appalling of all the ills that 
flesh is heir to.” That is to say, he made 
bold to proclaim what he virtually called 
asure cure for cancer, and his procla- 
mation in a magazine for general readers 
was “corrected and approved by Dr. 
BEARD,” the discoverer. 

Since that day, however, the evidence, 
as we have said, has increased at a won- 
derful rate, and for this increase we 
are chiefly indebted to Dr. W. J. Morton, 
of this city. Dr. Morton, in his now 
celebrated geport of twenty-nine cases, 
was content f° say that “trypsin deserves 
further trial” and for the time being to 
“reserve an opinion as to its actual thera- 
peutic value.” Not so Dr. SaLEesy. 
For him the publication of these cases 
was a capital opportunity and he made 
all haste to advertise them at great 
length. Pages of the Pall Mall Gazette 
were given up to the discussion of tryp- 
sin, and the more encouraging of Dr. 
MoRTON’S results were enlarged and 
magnified into “positive cures.” By far 
the most important of all was Case I.,

reckless than ever in his triumphant 
advocacy of the new cancer cure. All 
this rejoicing seems to liave encouraged 
Dr. Morton, who in the current number 
of the Medical Record reports still another 
case which his English colleague will 
doubtless proceed in due course to claim 


as one more “ positive cure.” |

They are now at it with hammer and 


tongs in the medical papers, and Dr. | 


BEARD’S marks of admiration, always 
plentiful, multiply alarmingly with his 
efforts to estabish beyond any possible 
doubt the cancerous nature of JENSEN'S 
tumor: On these difficult technical ques- 
tions outsiders cannot pretend to any 
opinion of the slightest value; but since 
an appéal has been made to our under- 
standing, and evidence produced to 
convince us of the efficacy of the pan- 
creatic treatment, we have every right 
in the world to weigh the evidence and to 
consider it as critically as our limited 
knowledge will allow. 

Now it happens that one controversy 
which has arisen concerns us all very 
intimately. It relates to that famous 
Case I. which we were told to regard as 
the “most valuable” of all the cases re- 
ported in favor of trypsin. About two 
months ago attention was drawn in THE 
EVENING SUN to a certain difference of 
opinion. about the clinical aspect of this 
case. It appeared that a physician who 
had attended the patient ip question, 
namely Dr, E. W. PEET, was altogether 
at odds with Dr. Morton and totally 
unable to conceive “how any 
one could make such an optimis- 
tic statement. about this oase.” This | 


curious fact was noted, not with any | 
prejudice, but merely as showing how | 
difficult it is for the inexpert to decide | 


in matters of this kind when even the 
expert are so far fromagreement. A day 
or two later the patient herself wrote to 
THE EVENING Sun objecting to Dr. PEET’S 
views, and a letter to the same effect | 


was also published in the Medical Record. | 
It was followed by a letter from Dr. | 
PEET showing that the memory of the | 


patient was at fault, and we are not aware 
that Dr. Prxrt’s vindication has ever 
been disputed.

Other claims from 
Vre Seed, he does not at all admit, as he doubtless has 
informed you, and as extensive correspondence from him sets 
forth.

My dear Miss Bridgman:- 


Your letter of Oct. 9th received and I hasten to reply. 

Let me tell you first for your comfort that contributions to 
the American Missionary Association from women's societies have gone 
“over the top" $6,000. in excess of last year's contributions. So do 

not get discouraged about the defection of women, for really they are 
true at heart and loyal to the work although hands may be busy with Red 
Cross ard other activities. We would not have them otherwise, and this 
is the time to impress upon them that just these things which the church 
has been doing all through the years, the country discovers now at the 
time of this great emergency, the need for, and I am sure never again 
will there be quite tie same indifference to the claim of Home Missions 
as has been before. 

I agree with you absolutely for the planning of reconstruction 
days, and am glad to tell you that plans are already under consideration 
to conserve the aroused energies of the women. I think missionary women 
have this matter in mind all over the country, and the Council of Women 
should express itself very definitely and clearly to Boards so that there 
shall be a unanimity of activtty which shall make for mm a nation wide 
movement in this regard. 

The influenza truly is dreadful, but I hope its days are pass- 
ing. The accounts look a little better this morning although meetings 
of all kinds are having to be cancelled. Yet, with such precautions as 
were never before undertaken, it surely cannot last much longer. 

I wonder if you could let me have a list of the appeals coming > 
to you from the South for barrel aid so that we can see whether we are 
duplicating? I think you did this last year, and it will be very help- 
ful to me. Other carriers than barrels can be secured. I think it was 
Miss Noyes in "The Work at Home" suggested corrugated packages from 
grocery stores, or if burlap bags are available - they too however come 
high unless you have a supply of chicken food bags. Clothing may be 
packed in that way and cost less for expressage than with the weight of 
the barrel added. The cost arid the':delay of course we mk cannot marege, 
we can only urge people to get things off in good season so as to make 
as little inconvenience as possible. The parcels post packages I think 
@ very good plan. I am not so sure about the money unless you can be

absolutely sure about the person to whom you are sending it, and be 
very definite thutxthezy with them as to just how it must be used. If it 
is a personal gift for the minister , all right, but if it is for his 
people, then it seems to me it should be sent to the treasurer of the 
benevolence committee of his church to be distributed by the Committee. 
I could tell a bit better if I knew of the ministers who are asking 
for such help. A number of them have already been supplied from this 
office, and we should like to know that there are not duplications. 

It begins to look now as if the meeting in Cleveland would 
have to be postponed, but Dr. Cady says only postponed. 

I hope you have good news from your brother, and surely the 
news from the front is most encouraging.

My dear Miss Bridgman:- 


I see no réason why you should not send the money to Mr. Clark 
of Mt. Gilead and Mr. Smith of New Orleans. It is not such a large 
sum that it will do them any harm, and I doubt not it will be- very 
useful. It will be too bad to establish a precedent as far asp money is 
concerned, but you can make them understand this is an exceptional case, 
I am sure your judgment is equally good as mine in this matter, and you 
need no suggestions. | 

The lady who i8 exercised over the large increase of our 
people in the South, forgets that the many thousands of colored people 
who have come North leave a very small number (comparatively speaking) 
to support the churches in the South, pay the minister's salary, etc., 
so our ministers are suffering from the high cost of living with no in- 
creased support, and they do need help. Then too, there are many old 
people in the South with no one to support them who cangot take ad- 
vantage of the new kinds of work and are too old to go into cotton 
fields, and they are among the suffering ones. 

I do not know that our colored men at the front have $15. a 
week. They are most of them privates and get $30. a month, $15. of which 
may be sent back home. [I wonder if your lad might like to live on 
$15. a month with perhaps a family of six children to provide for? The 
general situation in the South ought to be largely improved by all 
these war activities placed there, but it is not for those who are 
wealthy we are pleading, but rather those who have been passed by and 
who need assistance. We shall not pauperize, and try always to select 
those who are worthy. |

IT am delighted with you that Miss Seabury sees the necessity 
of training young people in Home Missionary work as well as Foreign. 
Indeed, without the home base where would the foreign work be? Indeed 
we are very glad to have Just as many helps of this kind as is possible. 

There is a young woman's organization in Richmond Hill, L. I. 
which sends surprise boxes to our teachers at Christmas time. They take 
twelve teachers and send to each a gift or a box with small gifts. I 
always plan for these to be sent to teachers who are lonely, who have 
either been out for a good many years, or who are spending their first 
Christmas away from home - preferably those with no home connections who 
may be especially lonely at Christmas time. Last year gifts were sent 
to the missionaries in the New Mexican field for instance, and a number 
among our colored schools. 

We must be very careful in planning this that there is no 
duplication and that some system be carried through which will see to it 
that everybody gets a chance and not only those who happen to be personal 
friends of the officers for instance. 

Will Miss Seabury do this through you instead of through Miss 
Evans of the Association? If such requests come to you will you not send 
word to me at once which schools you have recommended, so that I may know 
where not to have gifts of the same kind sent. Perhaps this would be 
the easiest way to keep it in hand. } 

We shall rejoice exceedingly over such helps and over the 
spirit which prompts the work for Missions rather than for any distinct 
fields. | 

T think if the request comes from the State Secretary of Vermont 
or Connecticut they would be sent on to me as Miss Wheeler and I are in 
close correspondence, and Connecticut is very close to New York. 

Perhaps you might submit to me a list of those schools which 
you would recommend and the things which you would recommend to be made 
for them, and so again we would prevent duplication. Either way would be 
wise, we just want to work together. 

The enclosed letter came to this office intended for the 
society in Brookline which sent a box to Mr. Johnson. Mr. Johnson will 
have two boxes this year, one from the Broadway Tabernacle and this other, 
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so please see that some other man gets a chance next year and that he 
is not included .

Mr. Gutterson has protably told you that at the Executive 
Committee meeting the other day it was voted to open Rio Grande School 
which has been suspended this year, and so the school will need much and 
many things. 

If this money from the Young Ladies' Society at Cambridge is to 
count on Apportionment it may still be sent to the school, for we are 
paying $2,000. on salary of the farmer and on scholarship money for 
several pupils whose education we are responsible for. Rather than to 
divert their interest to anything else, do you not think it would be 
wise to hold it that way? 

Must your young ladies know for whose scholarship the money 
goes? Or would they care to do some re-furnishing which I am very sure 
will be needed? We shall be wanting bedding and household supplies for 
the school in the fall, so at any time you can revive interest along this 
line it will be well to do so. 

I suppose it will perhaps be more economical to have as many 
of the furnishings as possible go to the west and middle-west in this 
case to save transportation. 

I hope the young ladies will be willing to continue the money 
for scholarships on the Apportionment of the A. M. A., or for some special 
household supplies. Will you let me krow what they think about it?

My dear Miss Bridgman :+ ; 


The Rio Grande Industrial School will open in the fall, and 
your church ladies can get in touch with Mrs. Scheitre herself perhaps at 
that time. She is a splendid missionary and will write good letters I 
know. 

Would the ladies be willing to begin right m away to work on 
dormitory supplies for Rio Grande - bureau covers, table covers, napkins, 
etc. so that the school may be well supplied when it opens up in the 
fall? It would be splendid if that could be done and things could be 
fresh and new. If they are willing to do this, will you let me know how 
much of it they will plan for? Blankets for the dormitory would be a 
wonderful gift, there is so much more warmth in a blanket than in a 
comfortable. Perhaps if the blankets are not possible it might be that 
blankets which are to be discarded could be used as filling and covered 
with the cheese cloth which would make them warm. We shall need towels 
of all kinds, and it will not be difficult for them to appreciate all 
that is to be done in preparation for the opening of school. ie 

The school was closed because there is &@ Methodist school for 
girls and a Presbyterian school for boys within four miles of Albuquer- 
que - the school is that distance from the city you know - and it was 
proposed that our boys and girls go to those schools. There was a re- 
gistration of only 28 pupils and a faculty of 9, so that the overhead 
charges were very heavy. Because the Methodists refused to take in our 
girls, claiming there was no room for them, the interdenomination 
scheme has petered out, and this coming year the school is to be re- 
opened as I have already written you. It was merely suspended for this 
last year until we discovered the best method of procedure. [t has 
always been a very expensive school percapita, and it was an emergency 
measure which closed it. 

I am anxious to have as complete supplies in the way of bedding 
etc. as possible when it reopens in the fall, and everything we can do 
along that line will be valuable. 

Have you seen the Pilgrim Gift Box, a sample of which I am 
sending? This is supposed to be used for any and all of the Homeland 
Societies as you see, and relieves the National Societies of providing 
their own boxes. While we paid for these, still, because of the large 
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number ordered, we got better value of course. 

There is to be a new edition of "Seeing Porto Rico", and of 
"Neighbors", also a new Indian leaflet by Mr. Vennink, and one for the 
Juniors by Miss Collins. The pageant, "The Court of Brotherhood" has 
gone to the printer, and I have an Indian demonstration which I am pre- 
paring. So we ought to have some interesting material very soon. I am 
sure you will be glad - I shall be. 

I do not know where you got the information about the girls in 
the Seminary who wear silk stockings, etc, I saw nothing of that kind 
when I was there - it may be a later development. The school is so plain 
in its fare and lacks the things which naturally go with silk stockings 
to such an extent, that I cannot imagine any girl who could afford that 
kind of clothing staying there. We never refuse a Mountain girl who 
wants to come, you may be very sure, bdDut xeukhe are rather on the look out 
for them and help provide scholarships for them as you know, Saluda 
has more of a summer population than Pleasant Hill, and of course the 
girls in the town see more of the foolish dressing of the present 
generation than we wish they might. When the constituency provides 
money to pay for scholarships for the Mountain girls who cannot pay for 
their own in large amounts that we may go out into the highways and by- 
ways and drag them in, we shall be glad to do so, 

I shall investigate the silk stocking question and see just 
what it means.

5000 “wipes" like samples (2 in. x 3 in.) 

5 lbs. absorbent cotton made into 1 inch balls 

2 ibs. . . made on tooth picks, like the ont samples 
enclosed. (Use one pound for each kind) 


5000 Vulva pads. These can be made of ordinary clean cotton 
batten and should be 14 inches long, 3 1/2 inches wide 
and about 1 inch thick, with a covering of cheese cloth. 


2000 bandages (unbleached muslin, preferred) 5 yds. x 21/2 in. 

500 waste bags, made of old newspaper, using the sheet double, and 
then folded over in the middle and the edges turned down 
about one inch, with onby the top open; thus making an 
ordinary paper bag about 10 inches by 14 inches. 


All standard surgical supplies are very acceptable, but the above 
are what we are in need of now, and we would ew appreciate some of 
the vulva pads as soon as possible. 


About 2 doz. abdominal binders, made of unbleached muslin, about 
a yard and a half-’by 15 or 18 inches, with a narrow hem all around, 
would also be acceptable.
